The Jews reported Arabs rush- 
ing reinforcements to meet the 
threat to the Nablus-Jenin-Tul- 
karm triangle, but said Arab

WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP)— 
A multi-million dollar boost ia 
social security payments to de- 
pendent children, the aged and the 
blind today needed only Presi- 
dent Truman's signature to be- 
come law. 

A bill adding $184,000,000 annu- 
ally to the benefifs received by 
3,500,000 needy persons ‘in those 
three categories was swiftly 


day after the Senate had ap- 
proved it by a 74 to 6 vote. 

The legislation would increase 
the federal social security contri- 
bution to the states by $5 a month 
for the aged and blind, and $3 a 
‘month for dependent children. 

Maximums Set. 

A maximum of $50: a month 
would be set for each aged and 
blind person and $27 for a depend- 
ent child, 

The boost was tacked onto a 
bill blocking the extension of so- 
cial security insurance to an esti- 
mated 500,000 to 750,000 persons— 
chiefly salesmen over whom no 
employer exercises direct control. 

The increased benefits amend- 
ment may prevent a veto for the 
bin. Truman has criticized Con- 
gress for what he said is a ten- 
dency to narrow social security 
coverage instead of expanding it. 

Direct relief for needy aged and 
blind persons and for dependent 
children is separate from the part 
of the social security program 
proving old age and survivors in- 
surance. — 

The insurance program is paid 
for by special taxes on employes 
and employers. The relief is pro- 
vided by direct federal and state 
grants,

The Federal Government 
would contribute 315 of the first

fore, on any full $50 payment, 
the Federal Government would 
pay $30; the state $20. 

The Federal Government 
would pay $9 of the first $12 for 
one needy child in a family, and 
split equally with the state up 
to a maximum of $27. Each ad- 
ditional child in the needy fam- 
ily would get a maximum of $18 
under the matching system.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. T., June 5 
(AP)—Mediator Count Folke Ber- 
nadotte told the United Nations 
last night that the question of 
Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine alone was obstructing a Jew- 
ish-Arab agreement on laying 
down arms for a four-week armi- 
stice. In a cablegram from Cairo, 
Bernadotte asked the Security 
Council to fnterpret the immigra- 
tion clauses of the truce. resolu- 
tion and give him the’ interpreta- 
tion today. Bernadotte is trying 
to get Jews and Arabs to agree 
on an hour for a cease-fire to 
start a truce accepted in principle 
by both. 

Faris el Khouri of Syria, Coun- 
cil president, called a special 
meeting this morning, but 26 min- 
utes later he called it off. Subse- 
quently the U.N. explained Berna- 
dotte had withdrawn his request 
for an interpretation after getting 
more information from EI Khouri. 
a Instructions to Mediator. 

EI Khouri told the mediator, a 
U.N, statement said, that Berna- 
dotte himself was authorized to 
interpret the truce resolution and 
need refer to the Council only if 
his interpretations were chal- 
lenged. One observer said he un- 
derstood El Khouri felt that for 
the Council to go into the ques- 
tion would delay the truce per- 
haps two weeks. 

Bernadotte said in his cable- 
gram difficulties had arisen over 
the precise interpretation to be 
given to the phrase “fighting 
personnel” and men of military 
age.” e 

The Jews contend that unlim- 
ited immigration should go ahead 
during the truce period with the 
understanding that persons com- 
ing into Palestine would not bear 
arms. The Arabs maintain that 
immigration of all able-bodied 
persons must be shut off to in- 
sure against the. possibility that 
any of them will join Jewish 


fighting forces. 
Paragraphs in Question. 

The contested paragraphs o* 
the resolution, adopted last Sat- 
urday by the council, say: 

“The Security Council calls 
upon all governments and anthori- 
ties concerned to undertake that 
they will not introduce fighting 
personnel into Palestine, Egypt, 
Iraq, Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, 
Syria, Trans-Jordan .and Yemen 
during the cease-fire. and, 

“Calls upon all governments 
and authorities concerned should 
men of military age be introduced 
into countries or territories under 
their control to undertake not to 
mobilize them to military train- 
ing during the cease-fire.” 


PRICES HIKED ON NEW FORDS; 
INCREASES FROM $85 10 $125 


DETROIT, June 5 (AP)—The 
Ford Motor Co. today announced 
a price increase of from $85 to 
$125 on its new 1949 Ford. Henry 
Ford II said the increase would 
average 8.7 per cent. 

»The new Ford goes on public 
display June 18. 

The 1948 Ford carries a deliv- 
ered price ranging from $1154 to 
$1972.. These pri do not include 
transportation charges, state sales. 
taxes or optional equipment. 
Prices of the new cars were not 
listed by model. 

, Ford announced the increase in 

a circular which he termed “a per- 
sonal message to all employes of 
the Ford Motor Co.” 

It was the first boost in Ford 
prices since Aug. 24, 1947, when. 
they went up from $20 to $97. Pre- 
viously, on Jan. 15, 1947, Ford re- 
duced his prices from $15 to $50. 

Last April 22 Ford announced 
that its new Lincolns would sell 
from $170 below to $395 above the 
former list prices, The Mercury 
line was boosted from $315 to 
$420 on April 28. 


VIET NAM INDEPENDENCE = 
I$ RECOGNIZED BY FRANCE 


SAIGON, June 5 (UP)—France 
recognized the independence of 
the Viet Nam territory in Indo- 
China today within the frame- 
work of the French Union. 

Emile Bollaert, ench high 
sommissioner for Indo-China, the 
former Emperor Bao Dai of An- 
nam, and Gen: N’Guyen Van Xuan, 
premier of Cochin China, signed a 
pact. saying: 

“France recognizes the inde- 
pendence of Viet Nam, whose task 
it will be to realizé its own unity. 
Viet Nam proclaims its adherence 
as an associate state of the French 
Union.” Viet Nam republic com- 
prises the “ormer states of An- 
nam and Tonkin in French Indi- 
China. The pact in effect gives 
it the equivalent of dominion 
status.

| VIENNA, June 5 (AP)—Author- 
itative British sources said today 
Russian soldiers abducted an 
American counter. intelligence 
agent Thursday night and beat 
him severely before releasing him 
the next day.

Senate “to table” the Langer 
amendments when it resumes de- 
bate Monday. a 

“I have no desire te cut off 
actual debate,” Gurney said, “but 
this is a major defense measure 
and time is short.” 

Would Bar Segregation, 

Pending as the Senate quit for 
the weekend was the first of sev- 
en amendments Langer has intro- 
duced. It would prohibit segrega- 
tion or discrimination in the 
armed forces because of race, col- 
or or religion. A violation could 
bring five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. e 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, spokesman for a group of 
Southern Senators who have brok- 
en with President Truman over 
the civil rights issue, predicted 
support for the Gurney move. 

“I think an overwhelming ma- 
jority of Southern’ Democrats will 
vote to table the Langer amend- 
ments,” Russell said. 

Senator McGrath (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, chairman of the Democrat- 
ic National Committee and a sup- 
porter of the Truman program, 
said he will go along. 

View of Senator McGrath. 

McGrath told reporters a na- 
tional defense measure is no mat- 
ter on which to fight out the 
civil rights battle. 

However, Russell and other 
Southerners plan to offer an 
amendment that would put a re- 
verse twist on the racial issue. 
Their proposal would make it il- 
legal to assign any man in the 
armed services to a unit or quar- 
ters except with “his own race” 
if he so requests. 

This, like Langer’s amendments, 
Probably faces a motion to table. 

A final vote on the Senate 
measure to draft men 19 throwgh 
25 years of age is expected early 
next week. The House has not 
yet acted on its own draft bill, 
but Chairman Leo E. Allen (Rep.), 
Illinois, of the Rules Committee, 
has said he will schedule it after 
the Senate acts. 

Earlier yesterday, the Senate 
accepted without debate or objec- 
tion 10 minor committee amend- 
ments to the original draft bill 
worked up by the Armed Services 
Committee. Most of them dealt 
with the provision for drafting 
18-year-olds, which was struck 
from the bill formally today. 

Still intact is a section allow- 
ing 18-year-olds to volunteer for 
a year of training.

Against the Mundt Bill 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Mundt bill is ostensibly designed 
just to curb the Communists. But in 
fact it goes so far afield that it consti- 
tutes perhaps as dangerous a measure 
for America as has ever been proposed 
in Congress. 

An American may suffer severe eco- 
nomic and legal penalties without trial 
because he has been associating with a 
group which one man (the Attorney 
General, or one of his aids) considers 
subversive. This is the opposite of hu- 
manity and justice and democracy. As 
Mayor O’Dwyer says, the Mundt bill 
would “go a long way toward destroying 
the American way of life.” 

The Mundt bill is conceived in fear. 
It displays distrust of the democratic 
process of decision via free exchange of 
views. It stems from the erroneous as- 
sumption that. political thought and 
speech can be reasonably and demo- 
cratically controlled by legal enactment. 
It subverts its own declared purpose; 
for it jeopardizes the basic human and 
nite mesg rpg rights of American citi- 
zens. 

Let suede: compare this bill with our 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution, and he will come to the 
foregoing conclusions. 

The bill would operate as a divisive 
Its enforcement would entail in- 
defensible discriminations ‘and wide 
spread injustice; engender endless dis- 
sension and bitterhess on the home 
front; dangerously compromise our re- 
spect for public authority and the 
courts, 

It would shatter our principal demo- 
cratic argument vis-a-vis Russia and her 
partners—that totalitarian wn 
practice thought control. 

It would multiply dissidents and drive 
them underground, thus proving its fu- 
tility and adding new dangers for us all. 

Intimidation of large segments of our 
progressive, independent citizenry—in- 
ferior to no one in sincerity and patriot- 
ism—-would darken. national counsels, 
prostrate our creative intelligence. 
“Where there is no vision, the people 
Perish.” Fear and repression would 
make more ‘probable the cataclysmic, 
suicidal war which threatens all hu- 
manity. 

An America conscious of her high 
heritage and destiny will not choose the 
way of fear and repression. With clari- 
fied, resolute will, it will embark upon 
positive, long-headed, imaginative ac- 
tion. Only thus shall we be able to mas- 
ter the grave problems which now over- 
whelm us.

housing, sub-standard wages, denials of the bal- 
lot and of other basic rights, the lack of proper 
medical care and education, unemployment, the 
fear of an insecure old age, and the depriva- 
tions due to inflated prices—all these can lead 
to that discontent which is the real threat to our 
ideals. 

If these can be banished, by legislation as the 
President suggested, or by other means, then 
there need be no fear of that “room for differ- 


ence and room for disagreement” which Ameri- - 


can freedom offers. American progress is the 
fruit of the interplay of diverse opinions. Cer- 
tainly, we should not be afraid of the contribu- 
tions which a few thousand European anti- 
Communists, “the heroes of democracy,” might 
make to this process. Rather, we should fear 
the darkening of the American “beacon of hope 
to the victims of oppression everywhere.” 

Most of all, we should hesitate lest misdirected 
caution and inordinate fear of the enemies of 
freedom lead us ourselves to undermine free- 
dom by regulations and controls in the spirit 
of the Japanese thought police and the Nazi 
Gestapo. It is well that the President showed 
awareness of this—for the United States has 
prospered on the Founding Fathers’ daring faith 
in liberty. It will decline if and as that faith 
is abandoned.

Phone Regulation i in 3 
What! rate of interest should a protected 
monopoly in the public utility fleld be permitted 
to earn? The ‘Vermdnt Public Service Comaile- 
sion has handed down a ruling designed to yield 
4 per cent annually on the property of the Bell 
System subsidiary in that state. The company 


has appealed to the courts. 


The outcome is a matter of concern in Mis- 


. souri, where Southwestern, Bell seems to be aim- 


ing at a return of approximately 5½ per cent, 
as compared with a steady return in past years 
of 6½ per cent—by its own computation. A 
drop of 1 per cent in the rate of return means 
nearly a million dollars saved telephone sub- 
scribers in Missouri. 

The telephone cases in Vermont and in Mis- 
souri are in sharp contrast as far as the historic 
rate of return is concerned. In Vermont, accord- 
ing to the utility commission’s chief engineer, 
the company had been content for years with a 
return of only 242 per cent. It would seem to 
be only fair for the rate to be increased some- 
what..In Missouri, where the historic rate of 
return has been 642 per cent, on an inflated 
valuation, the rate should be reduced. 

In past years, A. T. & T. appears to have 
taken what rate of profit came easy in each 
state. Where the rate was low, as it was in 
Vermont, the Dakotas and the Mountain States, 
the deficit was made up by higher profits in 
states like Missouri, Texas and Oklahoma. It 
is high time each state should be made to pay 
its own way. When this is done, Missouri’s load 
will be lighter. 

The Vermont Public Service Commission get 
an example for the Missourt commission in its 
treatment of the telephone company’ s deprecia- 
tion reserve.’ 
depreciation reserve to be taken out of the 
rate-making base entirely. In Missouri hitherto, 
only about half the depreciation reserve has 
been taken out. Disallowance of the whole re- 


serve would save Missouri telephone subscribers 


nearly a million and a half dollars a year. 
The Vermont commission reduced the license 


contract fee which the operating company pays 


to A. T. & T. by half. These fees, amounting to 
one and a half per cent on gross. revenues,. total 
$600,000 a -year in Missouri: The staff of the 
Missouri commission has recommended that the 
fee be disallowed entirely, on the ground that 
such services as Southwestern Bell receives from 
the holding company are paid for in other ways. 


On this point, the Missouri cqntention seems 


to come much nearer the truth than the decision 
adopted in Vermont. Either the license contract 
(or management) fee should be rejected en- 
tirely, or it should be limited, as some other 


states have limited it, to actual services for 


which there is a factual accounting.

The current 
vogue is to say that the iron ore is running 
out. Finally comes the suggestion that the 
steel plants in the Middle West have a lim- 
ited life and must move to the seacoast or 
perish for lack of raw material. 

All of this seems strangely inconsistent 
with the fact that the steel companies 
which have plants in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan, Illinois and Indiana are cur- 
rently spending and planning to spend hun- 


dreds of millions of dollars to increase. 


their capacity and improve their facilities. 
One wonders what kind of management 
those companies have, to be so unaware of 
their impending doom. 

One of the most objective statements of 
the new cult is a striking article by Mar- 
vin Barloon, called “Steel: the Great Re- 
treat” (Harper’s, August, 1947).

try. These changes ... are not the result 
of the inventions of engineers or the dis- 
coveries of prospectors. The simple fact is 
that the iron ore is running out.” 


Gary Will Still Smoke 


Those are fighting words in my segment 
of the steel industry, . 


Move the steel industry out of Chicago? 
Not on your life! When Father Dearborn 
looks down a hundred years from now, he 
will still see smoke coming out of those 
open-hearth stacks at Gary and Indiana 
Harbor, and Lake Superior iron ore will 
still be feeding the blast furnaces ‘there. 


So far as there is general consensus, it 
would be safe to assume that two billion 
tons of ore can still be preduced from our 
American Great Lakes deposits. Ninety- 
two million tons were shipped in 1942, This 
was the all-time high, and if every year 
were to be like that we should arrive at a 
total life of only 22 years. But see how 
quickly the equation changes with a glance 
at the record. Never before this war had 
we shipped anything like 90,000,000 tons.

and if too large a deposit is developed it 
can be rich in mineral quality but ruinous 
in current cost because of the continuing 
tax burden. 


The second factor is Canada, Across our 
northern boundary ies a rich empire with 
a dollar- hungry economy.

Wallace Charges ‘Police-State 
Methods’ Keep His Group 
Off Ballot. 


NEW YORK, June 5 (AP)-— 
Henry A. Wallace said last night 
an Ohio official had used “police- 
state methods” to bar Wallace's 
New Party from the ballot there. 
The third party candidate said 
“We shall, of course, challenge” 
the decision of Ohio Secretary of 
State Edward J. Hummel to keep 
the party off the November ballot 
in that state. 

Hummel, in a letter to the head 
of Ohio’s Wallace - for - President 
committee, said yesterday the 
third party “is not entitled under 


provisions of the Ohio election 
laws to have a place on the Nov. 2, 
1948, election ballot.” 

Hummel gave no reasons for 
his decision, 

He said he declined to give them 
because of the possibility that the 
case would be taken to court. 

“Command to Be Good.” 

Wallace, arriving by air from a 
western speaking tour last night, 
said: “Secretary of State Humme! 
has, in effect, commanded the 
people of Ohio to be good little 
Democrats or good little Repub- 
licans.” 

He said Hummel was acting “as 
a one-man prosecutor, jury and 
supreme court,” denying “the right 
of tens of thousands to vote as 
free citizens in November.“ 

Wallace said he would take the 
case to the Supreme Court of Ohio 
to find out whether the United 
States of America, as we know it 
and believe in it, still exists.“ 

Law Basis of 

The section of law under which 
the ruling was made says, in part, 
that “no political party, or group, 
which advocates, either ‘directly or 
indirectly, the overthrow, by force 
or violence of our local state or 
national government or which 
carries on a program of sedition 
or treason by radio, speech or 
press or which has in any man- 
ner any connection with any for- 
eign government or power or 
which in any manner has any 
connection with any group or or- 
ganization so connected or so ad- 
vocating the overthrow . . shall 
be recognized . in the state of 
Ohio.” 

Hummei had said that under the 
law the Wallace group in Ohio 
has the right to appeal the deci- 
sion to the Ohio Supreme Court. 

The state Wallace for President

at Hearing Condemns 


Statute—Anti-Union Resurgence 
in South Alleged. 


By JOSEPH HANLON

WASHINGTON, June 5—The 
CIO had its day before the joint 
congressional watchdog committee 
on labor-management relations 
yesterday and rent a parade of 
witnesses to demand repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

The pointed to the overbur- 
dened National Labor Relations 
Board, now struggling with a 
case load double what it has ever 
been before, and to the rising 
tide of industrial disputes and 
said to the committee: “We told 
you this was going to happen 
when you were considering the 
legislation. Now it has happened.” 

Arthur J. Goldberg, new general 
counsel of the CIO, referred to 
the report the committee majori- 
ty issued three months ago which 
said the Taft-Hartley Act had re- 
duced strikes. He said it was 
hardly defensible to attribute vir- 
tues to the act in direct propor- 
tion to its success in repressing 
strikes. In any event, he said, 
the figures on which the commit- 
tee reached the conclusion it did 
were not statistically valid and he 
offered a new set—for the first 
quarter of 1947, before passage of 
the Taft-Hartley Act, and the 
first quarter of 1948, after pass- 
age of the Taft-Hartley Act. 


Figures on Idleness. 

These, he said, showed that 
man-days of idleness because of 
strikes have doubled since pas- 
sage of the labor law, reaching 
a total of 7,730,000 in the first 
quarter of this year. 

Other CIO witnesses heard by 
the committee in an all-day ses- 
sion were T. A. Johnstone, assist- 
ant director of the General Motors 
department of the United Auto 
Workers; O. A. Knight, president 
of the Oil Workers; Izadore Katz, 
counsel] for the Textile Workers, 
and Henry Mayer, counsel for the 
Telephone Workers’ Organizing 
Committee. A memorandum was 
filed with the committee in be- 
half of president of the Rubber 
Workers, who was unable to be 
present, 

One theme which recurred 
throughout most of these presen- 
tations was that the Taft-Hartley 


Act had created a new industrial | p 


climate in the country as a re- 
sult of which many union mem- 
bers were fearful that the Govern- 
ment no longer supported them in 
their efforts to bargain collective- 
ly with employers. The charge 
Was made repeatedly that many 
employers had taken advantage 
|. Of the situation to defeat efforts 
at union organization, or to break 
up unions where they had become 
established. 

The Textile Workers’ counsel, 
Katz, drew a particularly depress- 
ing picture of how the law had 
operated in the mill towns of the 
South. He told of union organ- 
izers and members being subjected 
to beatings, abductions, arrests on 
trumped-up charges and similar 
indignities. He named names, 
dates and places. 

It was against this framework, 
Katz insisted, that the effects of 
the law should be viewed, not 
against the background of its op- 
erations in communities where 
union labor and collective bar- 
gaining were accepted as a mat- 
ter of course. | 

North-South Differential. 

In the textile industry particu- 
larly, Katz said, the effect has 
been to widen the gap between 
wages paid in the North and those 
paid in the South, which have al- 
ways been lower. The differen- 
tial was about 7 cents an hour 
three years ago when average 
wages in northern mills were 82 
cents an hour, he said. Now the 
differential is 16 cents an hour, 
with wages in northern mills at 
$1.20 an hour. 

The only hope of preserving 
the gains the Textile Workers’ Un- 
ion has been able to obtain for 
its members, Katz insisted, was 
through industry-wide bargaining, 
and now the committee is consid- 
ering whether the anti-union pro- 
visions of the law should be 
strengthened by prohibiting in- 
dustry-wide bargaining. 

“We have heard only the over- 
ture to ruin thus far,” he said. 
“It is being played in the mill 
villages and small towns to the 
tune of gunfire, stabbing, terror- 
ism, evictions and injunctions, All 
this to prevent the workers from 
organizing to abolish low wages 
and achieve economic unity. What 
will America be like when the full 
orchestra plays the full sym- 
phony?” 

Ball States Problem. 

But there remains the problem 
of the powerful national union 
which, by an industry-wide strike, 
is able to jeopardize the welfare 
of the entire country. That is the 
problem the committee chairman, 
Senator Joseph H. Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, laid in the lap of 
Goldberg, the CIO general counsel, 
and asked for his solution. 

“Sure it’s a problem,” Goldberg 


swer to it. I am confident that 

e will find the answer, working 

it out, case by case, by trial and 

error. I don’t think there is any 

perfectionist answer. I don’t think 

vou can legislate a strait-jacket 
jsolution of it.” 

By way of illustration Goldberg 
recited a wartime experience when 
he, as an officer in the armed 
forces, was in charge of a party 
of anti-Nazi Germans whom he 
was to take from England to 
France from where they were to 
infiltrate behind the German lines 
for sabotage and espionage. One 
of the Germans engaged him in 
conversation while they were 
crossing the English channel, he 
said, and the German’s argument 
was that this country’s method of 
dealing with labor was too lax and 
haphazard. Although an anti- 
Nazi, he said, this man thought 
the German method of having the 
government resolve disputes be- 
tween management and labor was 
the better way of going about it. 

“I asked him,” said Goldberg, 
“to remember who it was that 
was landing that day at Cher- 
bourg to attack the Nazis, We 
were, and they were not landing 
on the other side to attack us. I 
like the system that we have and 
I want to keep it that way. 

“This country will survive in its 
democratic way of life so long us 
it commands the respect and loyal- 
ty of the laboring men of the 
country, and I hope and trust it 
always will. My experience abroad 
during the war taught me that 
wherever the democratic process 
had broken down, it was where 
the country had ceased the com- 
mand the respect and loyalty of 
its working men.” 

elfare Funds. 

On the subject of union bargain- 
ing with management over wel- 
fare funds, another question which 
the committee has been studying, 
Goldberg argued that such funds 
were a legitimate objective and 
ought not to be prohibited by law 
as has been suggested. 

He read to the committee a let- 
ter received by a steel worker 
who, after 37 years of working 
for the same company, had reached 


by the rules of the company, to 
retire. The company had its own 
voluntarily established pension 
plan. 

But his letter told the recipi- 
ent that his social security credits 
would entitle him to a pension 
from the Federal Government of 
$35 a month. The company’s plan 
provided for offsetting payments 
due under its plan by payments 
due under the federal social se- 
curity plan. In this instance the 
two amounts were equal, so the 
letter informed him he would get 
nothing from the company, and 
ended with a phrase, “we wish 
you many happy years of retire- 
ment.” 

“Ts it a wonder,” asked Gold- 
berg, “that we are compelled to 
bargain for welfare funds?” 

He said the steel workers, for 
which he is also counsel, had en- 
tered into negotiations with the 
United States Steel Co. more than 
a year ago on the subject of old- 
age pensions. A joint union-man- 
agement committee had been 
named to explore that subject, he 
said, and the union and manage- 
ment had each engaged actuaries 
to study the possibilities. 

Goldberg said the actuaries, 
both those employed by the union 
and those employed by the man- 
agement, had submitted a unan- 
imous report agreeing on the 
facts which had tothe considered. 
On the basis of that unanimous 
factual report, he said, the union 
had made a proposal, and the 
company a counter-proposal. Ne- 
gotiations were proceeding amica- 
bly, he added, and he was con- 
fident that an agreement would 
be reached. 

Digat Committee. 

The UAW spokesman, John- 
stone, concluded his testimony 
with the statement that he didn’t 
understand the purpose of these 
hearings, since the committee has 


already announced it will not rec- | 


ommend any change in the Taft- 
Hartley Act this year. 

He went on to take a sly dig 
at the committee for the major- 
ity report it issued in March, the 
tenor of which was that the act 
was helping to create harmonious 
labor-management relations. 

“If it should happen that an- 
other progress report should be 
issued coincident with the active 
phase of the political campaign,” 
he said, “we hope due notice will 
be taken of the evidence showing 
how the Taft-Hartley Act is mak- 
ing trouble in industrial relations 
where peaceful and successful col- 
lective bargaining prevailed be- 
fore its enactment.” 

Bristling at the insinuation, Ball 
said coldly that the purpose of 
the hearings was to aid the com- 
mittee in the preparation of a re- 
port it is instructed to make to 
Congress in January.

PRINCESS IN TEARS 
AT RICCARDI'S TRIAL 


Testifies of Ardent Courtship 
by Former Resident 
of St. Louis. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 5 (AP)— 
Princess Doris Farid-es Sultaneh, 
the former Mrs. S. 8. Kresge, 
broke into tears yesterday as she 
told from the witness stand a 
story of ardent courtship by Con- 
stantino Vincent Riccardi, 63 
years old, a former St. Louisan. 


States district court trial of Ric- 
cardi, charged with transporting 
illegally across the states lines 
$18,000 worth of household goods 
from her $110,000 Morristown 
tudor stone mansion. 

Riccardi, she said, had wooed 
her “constantly,” beginning a 
week after he met her in mid- 
summer of 1945. 

While he courted her, she said, 
Riccardi expressed an interest in 
her Morristown estate, which he 
wanted to sell for $150,000 and 
in an income tax delinquency in 
which she was concerned. 

Frederick M. P. Pearse, attor- 
ney for Riccardi, in outlining the 
defense, said the Government 
‘would not be able to convince the 
jury as to most of the charges. 
He said he was convinced the 
jury would not believe the 
Princess was a “gullible woman.” 

Late in the day Judge Guy L. 
Fake ordered the trial adjourned 


Assistant United States Atto 
ney Charles J. Tyne, outlining the 
Government’s case, said the Gov- 
ernment would show: 

Riccardi, when introduced to the 
princess, presented himself as a 
big real estate operator who de- 
sired to buy her 16-room estate 
with its eight bathrooms and 16 
landscaped acres. 


The defendant told her he was 
owner of valuable ranch property 
in Arizona, that he was an oil 
field operator and an attorney. 

The acquaintanceship prospered 
and on numerous occasions Ric- 
cardi proposed marriage. He told 
the princess he was married, but 
divorce proceedings were pending 
in California by his wife. 

In August 1945, the two decided 
to be married. Before that, Ric- 
cardi took the princess to Arizona, 
showed her a large ranch house 
and said that would be their fu- 
ture home. He told her he was 
successful and money was no ob- 
ject to him. He said he made 
$5000 a week. 

The princess assisted in the 
packing of her household furnish- 
ings, but never intended to give 
them to Riccardi, Tyne stated. 


would show that Riccardi was a 

disbarred attorney, that he never 

made $5000 a week, that his wife 

never sought a divorce, in fact, 

—— everything he told her was 
se. 


In 1946, he continued, the prin- 
cess became suspicious, and her 
investigation showed that Ric- 
cardi’s story was false. 

Riccardi was indicted in Octo- 
ber 1946. He is also wanted by 
New Yori: State authorities on 
two charges of illegal mining 
stock sales, one involving the 
princess. 


“The princess is the divorced 
wife of Prince Farid Khan, re- 
ported to be a relative of the 
Shah of Persia. She is the former 
Mrs. S. S. Kresge, of the Kresge 
store millions. 


Constantino Vincent Riccardi, 


known as the “Beau Brummel of 
the Cabaret Circuit” in St. Louis, 
practiced law here in 1915 and 
1916. He left the city following 
his arrest on an embezzelment 
charge. 

After his arrest, it was learned 
that the Bar Association had been 
investigating his career in Indian- 
apolis and Los Angeles before he 
came to St. Louis. It developed 
that he had once been under in- 
dictment in Los Angeles on an 
embezzelment charge, had fled 
and that after he was returned 
the case was dropped when a 
woman prosecuting witness dis- 
appeared on the eve of his trial.

RE you a collector of cookie 
recipes? Then here is one 
you'll want filed once you try 
it. Learning how to mak and 
bake cookies in a masterly fashion 
is. as accomplishment 
worth keeping up. In starting to 
acquire cookie making skill, be- 
gin with an easy type like a bar 
cookie that just calls for spread- 
ing the batter in a shallow pan, 
baking and then cutting the baked 
sheet into squares or rectangles. 
The brownie belongs to this fam- 
ily. Today we suggest baking the 
brownie batter in waffle irons 
just for the sake of surprise. 
The batter bakes perfectly in 
about two minutes whereas in a 
shallow pan baked the regular way 
it takes about 35 minutes. When 
these warm waffle brownies are 
topped -with a ball of ice cream 
and then a mint marshmallow 
sduce is generously ladled over 
the combination, the result grati- 
fies both eye and palate. Though 
you may be an amateur, you 
should be able to follow this 
brownie recipe with success. 


Brownie Waffles. 

Two eggs, one cup sugar, two 
ounces chocolate, one-fourth cup 
milk, two-thirds cup all-purpose 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon‘ vanilla, three-fourths cup 
nutmeats, one-third cup butter. 

Beat eggs, stir in sugar, add 
chocolate to milk and place over 
hot water to melt, or stir and cook 
over a very low flame to a smooth 
thick paste. Cool and stir into 
egg mixture. Sift flour and salt 
into mixture and stir to blend. 
Then stir in cooled melted butter. 
Beat hard. Using a cup measure, 
pour into preheated waffle iron 
set to cook at “light” about two- 
thirds cup of batter. Serve quar- 
ters hot with scoops of vanilla or 
chocolate ice cream and ladle 
marshmallow mint sauce over top. 
Any remaining waffle quarters are 
delicious eaten plain with sprinkle 
of powdered sugar. Makes three 
to four seven-inch waffles. 


Mint Marshmallow Sauce. 

One cup sugar, one half cup 
boiling water, 16 soft marshmal- 
lows, two egg whites, two drops 
oil of peppermint, green vegetable 
coloring. 

Put sugar and water into sauce- 
pan. Heat to boiling and boil four 
minutes. Remove from heat, add 
marshmallows and beat until 
marshmallows melt, add the beat- 
en egg white and peppermint and 
beat until well blended. Add col- 
oring cautiously, beat well and use 
only enough to give a pale green 
color. Serve over vanilla or choc- 
olate ice cream or any chocolate 
pudding. Serves eight.
